US 5321789 

US 5764845 and US 5321789 both disclose an optical layer having an array of light guides, with first and second 
ends in first and second lattice patterns. In US 5321789 the first and second lattice patterns are identical. US 4 
5764845 fig 2A & 2B disclose the light guides as having square and hexagonal first and second lattice patterns 
respectively. Claims 1-7 are fully disclosed and lack novelty and inventive step in the light of these documents. 
US 5321789 further discloses use of the optical layer in a display device. Claims 8-10,15-17,19 and 20 appear to 
be fully disclosed and lack novelty and inventive step in the light of US 5321789. The optical layer of US 
5764845 could be used in the display device of US 5321789 to arrive at the display device of claims 1 1-14, 
which lack inventive step. 

*» 

US 5321789 and US 53 1 1337 disclose a display device that has hexagonal pixels in an array partially 
overlapping adjacent pixels. WO 2000/007376 discloses a projection display with ovelapjiing projection regions. 
Claims 32-37 appear to be fully disclosed by these documents and lack novelty and inventive step. 

The prior art listed in the search report does not disclose an imaging screen having an array of light sensitive 
pixels in combination with an optical layer comprising an array of light guides as specified in claims 21-31. The 
invention of claims 21-3 1 is considered novel and inventive over the prior art cited in the search report. 
Similarly, the invention of claim 18 does not appear to be disclosed or suggested by the prior art. 
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
